Man Who Lived on $1 a Day 
Leaves $800,000 Estate 


John R. Keys of Philadelphia, Dead in Hono- 
lulu, Boasted He Had Held Ex- 
penses to $1.27 a Week. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 12.— 
Word has been received here from 
Honolulu telling of the death of 
John R. Keys in the Queens H 5s- 
pital. Keys lived in the Salvation 
Army Home and made it a point 
to live on a dollar a day. He was 
79 and little was known of him. 
Investigation, however, revealed 
Keys had an estate of more than 
$800,000, largely in realty, from 
which he drew an income of more 
than $1500 a month. He also owned 
blocks of sugar and pineapple 
plantation stocks and bonds and 
had substantial deposit< in several 
Honolulu banks. 
Albert G. Haines, an old friend 
of John’s, said he was convinced 
the John R. Keys who died in far- 
off Honolulu was the same John 
R, Keys he knew 25 years ago. 

“We called him Happy Jack,” 
said Haines. “Back in the °90s he 
worked for the National Publish- 
ing Co. on South American street 
near Locust. 

Lived for $1.27 a Week. 

“Judging from the dispatches, 
Happy Jack had not changed very 
much. He was eccentric and loved 
to hoard his money. It is said 
Keys lived on a dollar a day. 
When I knew him, he used to boast 


}tLat when out of work he lived on 


exactly $1.27 - week. 

“Keys had felt the pinch of pov- 
erty, and when he had employ- 
ment he made it a point to save 
his money. He paid specified surrs 
weekly into an insurance company 
to guarantee him an annuity. He 
made up his mind that he would 
not be poverty-stricken in his old 
age.”” 

Methodical in His Habits, 

Keys was methodical in his 
habits. When he worked for the 
publishing company he ate at a 
restaurant at the same time every 
day. As £90n as he entered the 
place, the waiter would sing out, 
“Pot pie and plenty of crust.” °* 

In those days saloons served free 
lunch. Keys’ would stroll into a 
barroom, watch his chance, grab a 
partly consumed glass of beer and 
then demand, “Where's my lunch?” 

When out of wce.-k, he woul4 
sleep unt‘! noon to save breakfast 
money. He cooked his !unch, and 
his daily repast was prunes and 
coffee. Then he would saunter to 
the Y. M. C. A, and spenc most of 
the afternoon and evening reading. 
When he was put out at 10 o’clock 
he would go to one of the railroad 
stations and continue his reading 
until early in the morning. 

Keys was born in Ireland. He 
served in the British army and also 


in the American Marines.

THREE EARTHQUAKES CAUSE 
DAMAGE AT BLACK SEA PORTS 


Heaviest Casualtics Reported in 
Sebastopol and Nearby 
Health Resorts, 

By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Sept. 12.—The Ukra- 
nian, Crimean ard North Caucasian 
coast of the Black Sea were shaken 
last night by three separate earth 
shocks, tive worst casualties being 
at Sebastopol and nearby health 
resorts. 

Telegraphic communication has 
been interrupted, but fragmentary 
reports from Yalta said that many 
houses had collapsed in Sebastepol 
and’ that very few escaped some 
damage. 

At Odessa three shocks also were 
felt. The last, at 5:20 a. m. today, 
shattered windows and upset fur- 
niture. In some places the tremors 
lasted 20 seconds. 

The inhabitants of Sebastopol, 
Simferopol and Novorossisk passed 
the night in-the streets. Slighter 
shocks were felt between Kiev and 
Odessa, 

Geologists believe that the epi- 
center of the earthquake was in 
the Caucasus where the process of 
the formation of the mountains 
still is going on. 

Five more slight shocks lasting 
about three seconds were felt at 
Simiferopol at 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing.

BLINGS TO PLANE ON 
SMILE FORCED RIDE 


Youth Hangs on _ Tail-End, 
While Pilot Is Unaware of 
His Predicament. 


By Leased Wire from the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—Clinging 

to the tail-end of a big Fokker 

passenger airplane, Vincent Taylor, 

17 years old. of Hackensack, N. J., 

last night flew at an altitude of 

3000 feet from the Teterboro air- 

port to New Brunswick, N. J., a 

distance of more than 30 miles. It 

wagn't a stunt. L. Pontoon D’Arec, 
the pilot, was unaware of Vincent's 
presence until the plane reached 
the New Brunswick field. 
Vincent had helped D’Arc turn 
the plane at Teterboro, and, hands 
resting on the struts at the tail of 
the Fokker, was chatting with an- 
other boy when the pilot entered 


his cabin and suddenly hopped off 
about 8:20 p.m. Vincent clung to 
the struts, yelling for help as the 
plane taxied across the field and 
finally soared aloft. 

The roar of the motor drowned 
his cries. Vincent decided to make 
the best of his predicament, and 
when the plane was up about 2000 
feet, hitched his legs around the 
struts and clung to the rear of the 
fuselage with one arm. 

Once or twice Vincent interferred 
with the rudder. Pilot D’Arc be- 
lieved the rudder was out of order 
and decided on a forced landing. 
About midway to New Brunswick, 
the unwilling passenger said, his 
hands became numb, and getting 
a firmer grip with his legs he beat 
on the fuselage until circulation 
was,restored. When the plane ar- 
rived at New Brunswick, Vincent 
dropped off, ran ahead and when 
D’Arc popped from his . cabin, 
astounded the pilot by asking: 
“What's the matter, didn’t you 
hear me yell when you hopped 
off?”

of Business.

50 PER CENT LOSS IN 
TRADE REPORTED 


Friendly Suit Begun Aug. 
12 in Supreme Court Pre- 
vents City From Proceed- 
ing With Work. 


Delay in removing the litter in- 
cident to the widening of Olive 
street, and the failure of the city 
to build sidewalks and clear en- 
trances to remodeled buildings on 
the south side of the thoroughfare, 
are working severe hardships on 
some of the business there. 

A survey by the Post-Dispatch 
discloses that some of the few re- 


tail business still operating on 
the south side of the street have 
lost as much as 50 per cent of 
their normal receipts by the fact 
that their entrances are littered 
with debris, and’ prospective cus- 
tomers turn away to other estab- 
lishments less difficult of access. 

Prosser’s Furniture & Storage 
Co., at 3220 Olive street, one of 
the Jarger retail establishments 
between Twelfth boulevard and 
Channing avenue on the south 
side, is among those which have 
suffered severely, according to its 
secretary and general manager, C. 
A. Prosser. 

Loss 50 Per Cent. 

“From January to the middle 
of February, when there was a 
great heap of debris in front of 
our place, many of our customers 
actually believed we had gone out 
of business,’” he said. “Our losses 
at first, were as much as 60 
per cent of the business we had 
done in the same period last year. 

“Now that some of the litter is 
cleared away we still have no siie- 
walks. We are having a terrific 
struggle to keep our business on a 
profitable basis. With normal con- 
ditions we could be doing douodle 
the business we are getting now, 
but we are being nailed to the crows 
by the delay in the completion of 
the street. 

“T have talked to many Olive 
street retail business men. Thz2ir 
sentiment, I believe, is that the city 
administration has not treated us 
fairly. The Police Department has 
recently piled insult upon injury vy 
prohibiting parking on an unused 
car track where some of our cus- 
tomers formerly left their cars. 
That is the last straw.” 

Herman A. Punz, proprietor of 
a drugstore at 1400 Olive strect, 
which enjoyed a business of long 
standing, declared he had lost $10,- | 
000 in the past year because cu3- 
tomers turned away from his place 
and did business at other stor«s 
where they could get in without 
traversing piles of brick. 

“We carry not only the burden 
of increased taxation, because that 
is reflected in our rent,” he said, 
“but we are suffering a terrific 
drain as a result of loss of bustl- 
ness. We are being treated very 
unfairly and [ should not be sur- 
prised to see ruin come to some of 
the businesses which are operating 
on @ small capital.” 

All Complain of Losses, 


Teresa Baaaracco, who operates 
a florist shop at .1406 Olive strest, 
said that her business likewise w.s 
suffering alarmingly. 


“Even my old customers sesin 
to think that 1 am no longer 50n 
business,” she said. “Not only hs 
the widening work littered up che 
front of our establishments but it 
has made auto parking impossibie 
and that is reflected directly in 
lowering of the volume of sales.” 


Louis Badaracco, proprietor of 
the Original Lunch Room at 3150 
Olive street, one of the newer ¢s- 
tablishments in the street, declared 
his place could do 100 ‘per ceat 
more business with a proper en- 
trance, James Contrafouris, who 
operates an older establishment at 
1402 Olive street, declared that re 
was “losing plenty.” “Compared 
to our former business we are 
practically idie,” he said. “T was 
lucky to have enough money to nay 
off the help Saturday. The widening 
business is going to drive a lot of 
us into bankruptcy unless conci- 
tions are remedied at once.” 

Delayed by Test Suit. 
Execution of the Olive street pav- 
ing contract has been delayed by 
a friendly test suit, instituted in 
the State Supreme Court Aug. 12.

SHOP DEFENDS 
PASTORINENID OK 


Calls on Congregation to 
Stand by Minister Whose 
Daughter’s Death Also 
Enmeshes Trained Nurse. 


ENID, Ok., Sept. 12,—- Quoting 
the parable of the Good Samaritan, 
the Rt, Rev. E. Cecil Seaman, 
Bishop of the Episcopal Church in 
North Texas and Oklahoma, asked 
the congregation at St.*Matthew’s 
Church here yesterday to close its 
ears to accusations against its pas- 
tor, the Rev. Charles A. Bailey, 
whose daughter,’ Mary Jane, 18 
years old, died Thursday under cir- 
cumstances which indicated that 


she might have been poisoned. The 
Bishop urged the congregation to 
extend to the pastor such aid and 
comfort as wag bestowed upon him 
who fell among thieves. 

The organ and choir music and 
even some of the Pishop’s words 
were borne to the parsonage near- 
by, where Bailey prayed with his 
two surviving daughters. 

The pastor and his children at- 
tended communion services earlier 
conducted by the Rev. Thomas Mel- 
rose of Cleburne, Tex. 

Nurse in County Jail. 

At the same time, Miss Mary 
Atkinson, 26, trained nurse, who 
was held at the county jail for 
questioning in connection with 
Mary Jane’s death, was chatting 
with her brother, Harry Atkinson 
of Pawhuska, in her cell. Appa- 
rently the nurse’s spirits were 
much higher following the confer- 
ence with Her brother and a night 
of sleep. 

“I want to say,” the Bishop de- 
clared, “‘that there are some whose 
soie purpose is to drag down the 
work of Christ and “little the 
conscientious work of one of his 
ministers. They may seize upon 
rumors and retail them as fa.‘s 
harmful to the good name of your 
pastor. 

“Men, women, boys and girls of 
his congregation have brought 
their consolation to the family 
which has needed it. But I must 
tell you there is not all of this 
Christian spirit everywhere. Not 
always the desire to aid and com- 
fort. 

Confidence in Pastor. 

Bishop Seaman expressed wun- 
shaken confidence in the integrity 
of Bailey and asked the congrega- 
tion to support the pastor in his 
work. The Bishop related that he 
had found great Christian fortitude 
in the pastor’s home. “There was, 
he said, “no whimpering and giv- 
ing way to grief.” 

Bishop Seaman discussed the iet- 
ters from Dr. Bailey to the nurse, 
found in her room at the tim of 
her arrest, following the death of 
Mary Jane, and said: “l have read 
every one of the letters in 1 2sse8- 
sion of the Sheriff, and as a pastor 
of 21 years’ experience I woul say 
that every one of them was written 
b, a’ trreted friend and pastor. 
“They have not one word or 
thought that I can distinguish from 
what should be in the letter of a 
minister to a girl alone, a young 
woman given to that profession. 
nursing, which is one of God's 
noblest callings and for which two 
of the Rev. Dr. Bailey's chiidren 
were preparing.” 

Miss Atkinson followed the Bat- 
ley family here from Gainesville 
last June and took up her resi- 
dence with them. She admits a 
fondness and admiration for the 
rector, who is 23 years her senior, 
and he has stated that he felt a 
“fatherly love” for her. He has 
said that he was compelled to re- 
quest her to leave the rectory a 
short time after the death of his 
wife, because “she became too af- 
fectionate toward me.” 

Symptoms of Poisoning. 

Miss Atkinson returned to the 
Bailey home last Monday afier ‘se 
minister had departed for Trini- 
dad, Colo., his former home, to 
place his 6-year-old daughter in 
the care of his sister. Mary Jane 
Bailey, her sister, Helen, 20, and | 
their two brothers, Stuart, 16, and 
John, 14, became ill Monday after 
eating a lunch prepared by the 
nurse. At first they were said to 
be suffering from food poisoning. 
All were said to be recovering when 
Mary Jane went into convuisions 
Thursday morning

Schiee and Brock told the As- 
sociated Press at Omura today 
that they firmly expected to fly 
from Japan to the Midway Islands 
(2400 miles) then to Honolulu 
41400 miles) and on to San Fran- 
cisco, (2400 miles). Friends have 
been trying to dissuade them from 
attempting the trans-Pacific flight. 

Brock and Schiee came down at 
Omura yesterday at 3:45 p. m. with 
depleted gasoline supply after 
straying off their course while try- 
ing to make Tokio from Shanghal, 
China. They passed over the East 
China sea safely, but ran into a 
thunderstorm which prevented 
them from getting their bearings 
to cross the Bungo Channel. 

The Asahi Shimbun publishes an 
interview with Brock and Schlee, 
indicating the flyers are down- 
hearted as to their prospects for 
the rest of the flight. Their trou- 
ble at Omura they described as the 
first really bad luck in their long 
* -wrney. | 

“We have not yet really seen 
Japan,” said Brock, “When we 
approached Japanese territory 
from Shanghai we encountered a 
heavy rainstorm. Being unable to 
see land around Shikoku (a prov- 
ince 15@ miles northeast of 
Omura) we were forced to fly back 
from Bungo Strait in our effort to 
reach Tachiaral airdfome.

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MOTOR FATALITIES 
IN ST. LOUIS DECLINE 


Decrease of 29 Per Cent Here, 
Compared With Same Pe- 
riod of 1926. 


Among the larger cities of the 
nation, St. Louis is the only one 
in which the number of motor 
vehicular fatalities showed a de- 
crease the first seven months of 
1927, as compared with the same 


period of 1926, it is pointed out in 
& survey issued yesterday in New 
York by the National Safety 
Council. 

The survey states that there has 
been a 29 per cent decrease here, 
with a fatality record of 14.8 for 
each 100,000 citizens, which is un- 
usuaily low, as compared with 
other large cities. 

Records of motor vehicular fa- 
talities which are maintained by 
St. Louis police show that to date, 
there have been 85 deaths here this 
year from mot6r vehicular acci- 
dents, a@s compared with 118 for 
a similar period in 1926. This is 
at about the same ratio as the 
number of deaths the first seven 
months, the period covered by the 
National Safety Council's survey. 

The survey points out that the 
autumn months ordinarily are the 
worst of the year, insofar as the 
number of traffic fatalities are 
concerned. The number of deaths 
from motor accidents in the nation 
generally was considerably greater 
the first seven months of this year 
as compared with last year.

The towboat S. S. Thorpe, ce- 
layed for a week by channel con- 
ditions, arrived here yesterday 
from Minneapolis and will depart 
tonight for that port on the sec- 
ond trip of the Goyernment-oper- 
ated Upper Mississippi barge line.

Broadcasting to Play Large Part 
of Future of City, Corpora- 
tion Head Asserts. 


There are 56,000 radio ownersin 
St. Louis, said Gen. James G. Har- 
bord, president of the Radio Cor- 
poration of America, former as- 


States Army, who spoke today at 
a luncheon at Mayfair Hotel. 

“St Louis,” Gen. Harbord de- 
clared, “now is one of the greatest 
radio distribution centers in the 
United States. With the popula- 
tion of St. Louis and immediate 
vicinity well in excess of a million 
persons, the number, of receivers 
in use estimated at 56,000, and the 
quality and diversity of St. Louis’ 
broadcast service rapidly increas- 
ing since t:e. Federal Radio Com- 
mission went into action, radio is 
destined to contribute a large 
share in its future commercial 
and cultural activities.” 

To Link Movie and Radio. 

A new system of synchronizing 

the fleeting lights and shadows of 
the moving picture screen with mu- 
sical accompaniment or the sound 
of the human voice ‘will be ra- 
dio’s first contribution to linking 
sight and sound, said Gen, Har- 
bord.

“In furnishing good music ro the 
scattered motion picture theaters 
in the country, many of which still 
depend on the solitary pianist, it 
would seem as if radio is destined 
to repeat there the service it now 
renders to millions of homes. 

To See and Hear Notables. 

“Radio also will make possible 
the talking moving picture. Cur- 
rent personalities will not only be 
shown on the screen, but heard by 
the audience as they are being in- 
terviewed by a ‘movie’ reporter. 
The picture of an important event 
will be accompanied by all the 
stirring sounds that emanate from 
a great mass of people. The parade 
thrown On-the screen will bring the 
music of the bands and the cheer- 
ing of the spectators.” 

The radio will be an important 
factor in the next presidential elec- 
tion, Gen. Harbord added.

tendency, Miss Susan Ryder has 
resigned. After - vacation of sev- 
eral weeks, the first she has had 
in several years, Miss Ryder will 
escort a group of St. Louis giris 
on a tour of Europe. Her resigna- 
tion becomes effective Oct. 1. 

During the time Miss Ryder has 
been superintendent of the home, 
she has learned many things about 
the tendencies of girls and young 
women, of course, and she has 
learned a lot about their parents, 
too. For frequently, Miss Ryder 
Says, girls who have been’ per- 
mitted to bécome discontented with 
their homes and home folk, come 

to the girls’ home with their lives 
and careers temporarily disorgan- 
ized. 

“I know from the things girls 
who have come here have told me, 
that there are many - trents who 
do not even remotely understand 
how to raise their children success- 
fully,” Miss Ryd said. “As a 
result of this, I have formulated 
some rules which, were I a moth- 
er, I would follow. 

Rules Taught by Observing.

Bring good company into your 
home for your children—then 
they will not seek company out- 
side. 

If your child has a chum, in- 
vestigate the child’s companion 
and see that he or she is a fit 
comrade. 

Teach children a reverence for 
authority and people in author- 
ity; to get on well, your child 
first of all must ae authar- 
ity.

OPEN TOMORROW 


Attorney for Accused Wom- 
en, Indicates Defense Is 
Ready — Prosecutor to 
Seek Death Penalty.

MOUNT VERNON, Ill. Sept. 12. 


—When Elsie Sweetin goes on trial 
Tuesday for the poisoning of her 
husband, Wilford Sweetin, State’s 


Attorney Joe Frank Allen wil] ask 
for the death penalty for the Ina 
widow who was convitied two years 
ago with the Rev. L. M. Hight, 
At the first trial she was sentenced 
to serve 35 years in the peniten- 
tiary. She hag been granted a new 
trial by the.Supreme Court. 

Haight was given a life sen- 
tence. He hag made no appeal. 

Allen’s announcement has drawn 
the following statement from Mrs. 
Sweetin’s counsel, R. EB. Smith of 
Benton: 

“My attention has been called 
to statements made by Btate’s At- 
torney Allen that he would ask 
the death penalty for Mrs, Sweetin. 

“I also notice that Jim Reece, 
former Coroner, probably would sit 
with the prosecution and assist in 
selecting men on the jury who 
would give the death verdict. 

“At the time of the original trial 
Reece assisted the State’s Attorney 
in the selection of a jury. At that 
time I was the sole attorney for 
Mrs, Sweetin and I asked the jury 
at her request that they either ac- 
quit her or give her the death pen- 
alty. : 

“We expect to go to trial Tues- 
day and in the selection of jurors 
to try Mrs. Sweetin it will not be 


| my purpose to select men to acquit 


her unless the people fai] to prove 
the defendant guilty as ig by law 
required. 

“There will not be gny experts 
employed on the part of the de- 
fense for the purpose of obtaining 
a jury to acquit, but we expect to 
obtain a jury of honest and up- 
right citizens of Jefferson County 
who will; after hearing all the evi- 
dence, be fair to.the people of Jef- 


fendant. 

“T am speaking now for Mrs. 
Sweetin when I say that at her 
former trial she insisted that she 
be tried by a jury from her home 
county, and when her second trial 
was granted and I filed a petition 
for a change of venue and the 
hearing had been set updOn my ar- 
rival in.

London Discovers It Is 
Built on Shifting Sand 


Collapse of Structures Laid to Subterranean 
Burrowing—Building Laws to Be Changed 
to Overcome Constructural Danger.

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 12.—London has 
discovered that its house is builded 
upon the sand. Not since the Ger- 
man air raids of 10 years ago has 
there been such trepidation over 
the possibility of catastrophe. 

In the last few weeks a half 
dozen buildings in various parts 
of the city have crumbled, great 
holes have opened in the streets, 
and a tremendous cavity was found 
beneath Piccadilly, which is in 
course of reconstruction. 

A joint committee meeting has 
been called to take place between 
the Royal Institute of British Arch- 
itects and the Federation of Build- 
ing Trades Employers, to discuss 
the stability of London. 

London builders have made ap- 
plication for a revision of the 
standard form of agreement be- 
tween builders and architects, and 
the National Physical Laboratory 
is studying the effects of vibration 
on buildings. 

Collapses Laid to Shifting Sands- 
The collapse of large structures 
—one a seven-story office building 
in Cornhill street, across from the 
Bank of England—and the open- 
ing of huge holes in the streets, 
have revealed the fact that London 
is built on a shifting foundation. 
The top 30 feet of London’s sur- 
face ground is composed of shift- 
ing strata in which endless sub- 


terranean burrowing has gone on. 
Underground London is full of 
streams and water has been 
drained from one place to another, 
as an architect said recently. to 
meet the needs of the moment, in 
such an inconsequential way that 
the water-bearing strata is con- 
stantly shifting, and making hd- 
den chasms that may have serious 
consequences. 

London Builders Seek Protection. 

“We must consider carefully the 
ulterior effects of any work un- 
dertaken,” said a London builder, 
“because we have learned that, in 
digging a foundation in one place, 
we may, under certain circum- 
stances, bring down a building a 
mile away.” 

Builders now desire the imme- 
diate limitation of their responsi- 
bilities because of the instability 
of many old London buildings 
which have no foundations at all, 
and whose walis even lack footings. 

The new buildings now in course 
of construction are supported on 
shafts sunk 30 feet to the substrata 
of rock. Any building not sup- 
ported on such shafts is considered 
unsafe. 

London antiquarians fear for the 
preservation of their anctent arch- 
itectural monuments and the trus- 
tees of several ancient churches are 
discussing the cost of having foun- 
dation surveys made.

Attorney Got $123,072. 

A financial statement of the de- 
fense committee covering the pe- 
riod from May 5, 1920, to July 31, 
1925, shows that $123.072 was paid 
to Moore. The largest singie item 
in this total was $35,363 for inves- 
tigations before and after the trial, 
while his personal fees were $34,- 
100. 

Among other items in the pay- 
ments to Moore were $19,353 for 
legal fees and expenses aince trial; 
$11,326 for office expenses and 
stenography; $6360 for automobile 
expenses and $9910 for publicity. 


|FRANCE TO ANSWER U, S, PLEA 


AS T0 NEW TARIFF TOMORROW 


No Indication of Content, But Re- 
ply Is Expected to Be Con- 
ciliatory.

PARIS, Sept. 12.—The French 
Government's reply. to the United 
States Embassy’s representations 
regarding the new high tariff af- 
fecting certain categories of 
American imports into France is 
expected tomorrow night. 

The Foreign Office has given no 
indication of the content of the re- 
sponse, but it is expected that it 
will be conciliatory. 


The.United States Embassy last 
week asked that the rates applied 
to American imports into France 
be identical with those given to 
Germany under the Franco-Ger- 
man commercial arrangement 
which become effective Sept. 6. 
The French Government has _ al- 
ways disputed the contention of 
Washington that America ought to 
have the same customs charges as 
countries having reciprocity trea- 
ties with France. Concessions 
were made by France in favor of 
American goods in 1910 and again 
in 1921, but these are no longer 
fully applicable to American goods 
in the present tariff which was 
promulgated by governmental de- 
cree under general authority from 
Parliament. The new tariff  be- 
came effective last Tuesday.

Senator Curtis of Kansas and 
Representative Tilgon of Connecti- 
cut were among the first on the 
President’s calling list. Both were 
emphatic in their declarations that 
there was no necessity for a spe- 
clal session. The leaders conferred 
separately with Mr. Coolidge, who 
went over briefly with them the 
prospective legislative program. 

The President, they said, warned 
them of the prospective demand 
for increased appropriations by 
Government departments gnd eim- 
phasized its relation to prospective 
tax reduction, which Tilson  be- 
lieved might be $300,000,000. 

Tilson wads called to the White 
House from Nashville, Tenn. He 
was stopped on his way to in- 
spect the proposed Boulder canyon 
dam site on the Colorado River. 

Tax reductions and appropria- 
tions would be given the right of 
way in the House, he said, along 
with a flood control program. 

A special session of Congress for 
flood control legislation, has been 
urged on Mr. Coolidge. Others 
have advocated a special session of 
the Senate alone to dispose of the 
~“are-Smith election contests. 


Problem Before President. 

Showing no sign of fatigue from 
the two days’ railroad journey of 
1900 miles from South Dakota 
which he completed last night, Mr. 
Coolidge, his face tanned by the 
summer in the Northwest, rose 
early prepared for his busy pro- 
gram for the day. 

In a series of conferences ar- 
ranged for the next few weeks, the 
President hopes to reach decisions 
in the following: 

Appointment of ambassadors 
to Mexico and Cuba. 

Selection of a successor to the 
late Gen. Leonard Wood as Gov- 
ernor-General of the Philippine 
Islands. 

In addition, he will start soon in 
the preparation of his message to 
Congress which involves declara- 
tions by him on farm relief and 
proposed relief in .the Mississippi 
River flood area. 

Although living in the heart of 
the agricultural country this sum- 
mer, Mr. Coolidge has persistently 
declined to comment in any way 
on the controversial farm relief 
problem: Nor has there been any 
indication that he had changed his 
views in the slightest against the 
vetoed McNary-Haugen bill. 

A more immediate question 
holding his attention today was 
the problem of finding funds for 
repairing the Mississippi River 
levees for which Comptroller-Gen- 
eral McCarl has declined permis- 
sion of the use of unexpended 
money of the rivers and harbors 
appropriation. Secretary Hoover 
director of flood relief, had rec- 
ommended immediate use of these 
funds and it was understood the 
President favored this course. 

This, along with the report of 
engineers on proposed control of 
the Mississippi, is expected to be 
involved in the discussion he will 
have with congressional leacers 
concerning a special session.

It also is anticipated that some of

tenant-Colonel P. H. Fawcett, Brit- 


man, is described as living tie life

Brazil, where he disappeared on a 
scientific expedition more than 
two years ago. 

The tale is told by Roger Courte- 
ville, a Brazilian engineer. who 
claims to have found Fawcett, his 
son and another white man in a 
settlement of their own construc- 
tion near the River of Doubt, which 
was explored by President Roose- 
velt. 

Courteville was on an automo- 
bile expedition across Matto Grosso 
State, Brazil, blazing the trail for 
a transcontinental highway, when 
he encountered Col. Fawcett. He 
returned here Saturday, Fawcett, 
he related, received $30,000 from 
the Matto Grosso State Government 
to finance the search for an an- 
cient lost city. Legend was that 
it contained vast wealth in gold, 
diamonds and other precious ar- 
ticles. 

As the search progressed, Faw- 
cett’s 


flicted with malaria, and finally 
after severe hardships he settled 
at a place about 60 miles from 
Diamantina City, in the geograph- 
ical center of South America. 

There, in a tropical paradise, he 
passes the time fishing and shoot- 
ing the brillantly plumaged trop- 
ical birds and other game, Courte- 
ville described Fawcett of today 
as a man of dull spirit and a mis- 
anthrope, but as one who appears 
to be enjoying the primitive life. of 
the- jungle.

ADAM IN MOONSHINE. By J. B. 

Priestley. (Harpers). 

There is far more to praise in J. 
B. Priestiey’s essays and literary 
criticisms than in “Adam in Moon- 
shine,” his first attempt at a novel, 
Before one is far into the mazes «¥ 
what sets out to be a tale of excit- 
ing but never really perilous ad- 
venture, one feels the leisurely 
hand of the essayist has charm, but 
does not have the light quick touch 
necessary to the writer of a mov- 
ing story. 

The hero is young Adam Stewart, 
who sets out for a holiday in the 
English countryside. On the train, 
a suitcase belonging to a _ fellow 
passenger falls open at his feet and 
reveals its tota] contents to be a 
mass of false beards. Exciting 
enough at start, but soon Adam 
and his fellow plotters get steeped 
in moonshine (lunar radiance, not 
the beverage). The hero stops and 
lights a deliberative pipe so _ fre- 
quently that the thread of the 
story often slips away while all ad- 
mire the scenery or discuss matters 
on which Mr, Priestley evidently 
had not quite enough material on 
hand to compose one of his charm- 
ing essays. 

The plot is preposterous, which 
really is no complaint at all, for a 
skilful narrater finds impossibili- 
ties no obstacle. Evidently Mr. 
Priestley realizes all too well how 
preposterous it is, for his charac- 
ters pause now and then to admire 
the moonlight on the terrace and 
exclaim on how unbelievable their 
adventures have been or are going 
to be.

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STARKLOFF DEFENDS 


Abolition of Compulsory Rule 
Would Be a Crime, Health 
Commissioner Says. 


With the Board .of Education 
ready to hold a public hearing this 
week on compulsory vaccination in 
the public schools, Health Com- 


missioner Starkloff and Dr. Roland 
S. Kieffer, secretary of the St. 
Louis Medical Society, have come 
orward to defend the present sys- 

m of compulsory vaccination. 
They are supported by Dr. Louis 
H. Behrens. 

No date has been set for the 
hearing, but it probably will be 
held Wednesday or Thursday. The 
vaccination issue was precipitated 
at the opening of schools last week 
by the barring of many children 
as result of strict interpretation of 
the Board’s rule requiring every 
child entering the schools to be 
vaccinated. ° 

Abolition of compulsory vaccina- 
tion would be “an absolute crime,” 
in the opinion of Health Commis- 
sioner Starkloff. 

No Death Since 1895. 

“During my experience as Health 
Commissioner, since 1895, there 
has not been one death from small. 
pox among public school children,” 
he said. “Vaccination is compul- 
ecry in the armies of every coun- 
try today, and I don’t believe there 
is a reputable medical school] in 
the world that does not favor it. 

“There were 500 eases of small- 
pox in St. Louis when I took office 
30 years ago. Smallpox has been 
wiped out through vaccination 
since then. There has been but 
one death from smallpox in S8t. 
Louis in the past 20 years and this 
case was contracted outside of St. 
Louis. St. Louis has become known 
all over the United States as the 
best vaccinated city in the coun- 
try.” 

Dr. Kieffer asserted he felt safe 
in saying all the physicians of the 
St. Louis Medical Society probably 
would favor cOmpulsory vaccina- 
tion in view of the experiences of 
cities that had neglected vaccina- 
tion. 

“The only drawback to the the- 
ories of the anti-vaccinationists,” 
he remarked, “is that i¢ their chil-
